skill, 
intelligence, 
high 


moral character, and the gaining of 
the respect and confidence of their 
neighbors, white nnd black, both in the 
south and north."

lum upon intelligence, ownership of

colored people

there. The picsident says it lias been 
ins sedulous endeavor to appoint only 
men of high character and good capa- 
city, \\hetlici white or black. 
"IHtt it 


has been my consistent policy," says 
the president, "in eveiy state wheic 
their numbeis warranted it to recog- 
nize colored men of good repute and 
standing, in the making ot appoint- 
ments to office." 


These appointments have been made 


in various stales, and the president is 
unable to see how he can "legitimately 
be askerl 1.0 make an exception 
for 


South Carolina." 
He calls attention 


to the fact that in that slate he has 
appointed in Charleston three men and 
continued in office a fourth, all white 
men—three originally gold democrats 
—two of them sons of confederate sold- 
iers. 


The president .says he shall always 


endeavor to pay regard to tile -wishes 
and feelings of the people, of eacn lo- 
cality, "but," says the president, "I can- 
not consent to take a. position that the 
door of hope—the door of opportunity 
—is to be shut tipon any man, no mat- 
ter how worthy, purely upon grounds 
of race or color. Such 
an 
attitude 


wQAild, according to my convictions, be 
fundamentally wrong. 
If, us you hold, 


the great bulk of colored people are 
not. yet fit in point of character and 
influence to hold such 
positions, 
it 


seems to me that it is worth while 
putting a premium upon the 
effort 


among them to achieve the character 
and standing which will fit them. 


The president denies 
that 
"negro 


domination" enters into the matter at 
all. The question raised by a Charles- 
ton citizen, lie holds, "is simply wheth- 
er It is to be declared that under no 
circumstances shall any man of color, 
.no matter how upright and honest, no 
matter how good a citizen, no matter 
how fair in his dealings with all his 
fellows, be permitted 
to 
hold 
any 


office under our government." 


Continuing-, the president said: 
"I certainly cannot assume nuch an 


attitude, and you must permit me to 
say that in my, view, it is an attitude 
no man should assume. 
Whether ho 


looks at It from the standpoint of true 
Interest of the white man of the South 
or of colored man of the South—not to 
speak of any other section of the union. 
It seems to me. it is a good thing from 
every standpoint to let 
the 
colored 


man know that if be shows in marked 
degree qualities of good citizenship— 
qualities which in white man we feel 
are entitled to reward—be will not be 
cut off from all hope of similar re- 
ward."
